LEFT TO STARVE 
FOR NINE DAYS 


Frail OAP found ‘barely alive’ after care agency shuts 


A vulnerable pensioner was left 
alone in bed for nine days without 
food, medication or water after a 
care agency collapsed following 
police raids. 

The woman, who is in her 80s 
and lives in Banstead, was found 
by a district nurse last Thursday, 
January 24, barely alive and 
suffering from kidney failure and 
severe bed sores. 

She only had a faint pulse and 
was rushed to hospital where she 
is slowly recovering from her 
ordeal. 

A nurse from the Sutton-based 
Carefirst 24 had visited her four 
times a day until the agency 
was raided by police and the UK

Border Agency on January 15. 

Six people were arrested after 
suspicions the company had been 
employing illegal immigrants 
using false ID. 

After the raid, Surrey County 
Council, working with Sutton 
Council which also contracted 
care to the agency, was supposed 
to help arrange alternative care 
for its clients - but somehow the 
woman slipped through the net. 

Ann Penston, a friend of the 
patient, said: “I got a call because 


she had been found dehydrated, 
with bedsores and in a terrible 
mess. 

“They barely got a pulse from 
her - it was lucky the district 
nurse was going there for a 
different reason. 

“How on earth could this have 
been allowed to happen? 

“How can they just close this 
thing down and not identify the 
people they were supposed to be 
taking care of? 

“I don’t know how she survived. 
She had a glass of water by her 
bed -1 don’t know if she managed 
to get up and get it.” 

The Surrey Safeguarding Adults 
Board, made up of representatives 


from the council, police, the NHS 
and other stakeholders is investi¬ 
gating how the shocking incident 
happened. 

The Local Government Ombuds¬ 
man said it could intervene if the 
conclusion was not satisfactory. 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We’re saddened 
to hear about this and our 
thoughts are with the patient, 
her family and friends at the 
moment. 

“The safety of vulnerable adults 
is our top priority. 

“We take any concerns raised 
very seriously and this is being 
urgently looked at by the Surrey 
Safeguarding Adults Board.”

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Closure fast-tracked’ 


Review recommendation 
‘scuppered’ the merger 


An NHS healthcare review 
has been accused of fast- 
tracking the closure of 
two hospitals’ front-line 
services. 

Last year a scoring event 
involving 60 people from 
hospital trusts, local au¬ 
thorities and community 
representatives recom¬ 
mended St Helier Hospital 
should be the hospital in 
south-west London to lose 
its accident and emergency 
and maternity department. 

However, as the Better 
Services Better Value 
(BSBV) review is carried 
out for a second time to in¬ 
clude Epsom Hospital, an 
“expert panel” made up of 
only seven or eight people 
will score the options and 
their scores will then be re¬ 
viewed by 21 patient repre¬ 
sentatives, GPs and 
clinicians. 

This time there will be no 
public announcement of 
the scoring results until 
February 20, when the 
BSBV programme board 
makes a recommendation 
to the Joint Committee of 
Primary Care Trusts on 
which option should go to 


public consultation. 

Campaigners have said by 
reducing the number of 
people involved in the scor¬ 
ing process, health bosses 
are trying to manipulate the 
result - which is expected to 
recommend St Helier and 
Epsom hospitals lose the 
front-line services - with¬ 
out sufficient consultation. 

Geoff Martin, the chair¬ 
man of pressure group Lon¬ 
don Health Emergency, 
said: “They are simply fast 
tracking Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er into oblivion without 
even the pretence of carry¬ 
ing out a proper evaluation 
or consultation.” 

A spokesman for BSBV 
said: “The scoring panel in 
May 2012 was not a deci¬ 
sion-making body, but was 
part of engagement on the 
programme, sharing the is¬ 
sues we faced with local 
people and asking them to 
score potential options. 

“We want to be very 
clear this time that the 
decision will be made by 
the programme board, tak¬ 
ing into account the finan¬ 
cial and non-financial 
appraisal.” 


A recommendation to remove 
a successful orthopaedic care 
centre from Epsom Hospital 
by the Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) team during the 
hospital’s merger talks with 
Ashford and St Peter’s has 
been slammed as “the best 
way of scuppering” the 
merger. 

Surrey County Council’s 
health scrutiny committee 
met last Thursday, January 
24, to review the failed merger 
of Epsom and Ashford and St 
Peter’s hospitals, which cost 
£2.7m of public money. 

It urged Epsom and Ashford 
and St Peter’s hospitals to re¬ 
start talks on “joint arrange¬ 
ments seeking improvements 
in care and organised efficien¬ 
cies either through manage¬ 
ment steering or eventual 
merger” and said it was con¬ 
cerned that boundary issues 
may have affected the merger, 
calling for a “wider and more 
independent review of acute 
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provision in the sub region”. 

The meeting was attended 
by Epsom and St Helier chief 
executive Matthew Hopkins, 
representatives from the 
BSBV team, Ashford and St 
Peter’s and the transaction 
board overseeing the merger 
process. 

Janet Sawkins, chairwoman 
of the transaction board, said 
a reduction in the synergies 
which could be achieved be¬ 
tween the hospitals, an in¬ 
crease in costs, uncertainty 
with regards to commission¬ 
ing intentions and the poten¬ 
tial impact of the BSBV 
review were reasons why the 
merger was halted. 

But, a recommendation 
made by the BSBV team last 
summer to remove the Elec¬ 
tive Orthopaedic Centre 
(EOC) - a flaghip and highly 
lucrative service based at 


Epsom, but shared in partner¬ 
ship with Kingston, Croydon 
and St George’s hospitals - to 
St Helier, was criticised as 
damning for the hospital’s 
talks with Ashford and St 
Peter’s. 

Bob Peet, director of social 
projects at Ashford and St 
Peter’s, said: “The EOC is a 
main part of the Epsom Hos¬ 
pital site. It became clear that 
that activity should be moved 
and this was a change which 
had an impact on Ashford and 
St Peter’s and one of the rea¬ 
sons why the merger was not 
able to proceed.” 

Committee chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Nick Skellett said: “Ash¬ 
ford and St Peter’s assumed 
the EOC would stay at Epsom 
and it is understood they 
hoped to get business from the 
rest of Surrey. 

“But one of the first deci¬ 
sions BSBV takes is to wind 
down all the business from the 
EOC. 


“If the EOC is not at Epsom 
it seems to me the best way of 
scuppering the merger. BSBV 
harmed that process quite 
considerably. The site at 
Epsom could have grown and 
continued with the pattern of 
people in south-west London 
using the EOC.” 

Mr Peet said the decision to 
move the EOC was a “contrib¬ 
utory factor” to the merger 
failing. 

Rachel Tyndall, a BSBV rep¬ 
resentative, said the EOC 
issue was just one of a num¬ 
ber of factors which led to the 
collapse of the merger. 

She said: “In combination, 
the reasons created too much 
difficulty and uncertainty to 
enable the transaction to go 
ahead.” 

Just weeks after the collapse 
of the merger talks in Octo¬ 
ber, it was announced that the 
centre should stay in fact stay 
at Epsom, but Kingston Hospi¬ 
tal will run it.

Maternity gets £318k funds despite threat 



Epsom Hospital’s maternity unit 
is to receive a £318,000 funding 
boost despite the service being 
under threat of closure as part of 
the Better Services Better Value 
(BSBV) review. 

The Department of Health has 
awarded Epsom and St Helier 
hospitals nearly £500,000 to spend 
on improving their maternity 
units. 

Epsom Hospital will receive 
£318,000 for a new home-from- 
home, midwife-led birth centre 
complete with three large 
birthing pools and sofas, all 
housed in three separate, custom- 
made rooms. 

During 2011 to 2012,1,995 babies 
were delivered at Epsom. But 
there are fears that under the rec¬ 
ommendations made by the 
BSBV programme board earlier 
this month that Epsom and St He¬ 
lier are in the firing line to lose 
their maternity units. The recom¬ 
mendations propose that two ac¬ 
cident and emergency and 
maternity departments should be 
axed out of those at Epsom, St He¬ 
lier, Kingston Croydon and St 
George’s Hospital. 

Sally Sivas, head of midwifery 
at the hospitals, said the funding 
boost was “wonderful news”. 

She said: “We’ve invested heavi¬ 
ly in recent years to improve our 


maternity services, from the 
quality of the environment to the 
number of midwives on duty. 

“However, this new funding will 
help us to offer women and their 
partners a greater choice about 
the type of birth they have, and 
means we can make those little 
tweaks to further improve our 
maternity units. 

“We know lots of parents-to-be 
want to be able to give birth in a 


relaxed, homely environment, 
and that’s exactly what we will be 
able to offer with a new birth cen¬ 
tre at Epsom. 

“The midwife-led birth centre at 
St Helier Hospital has proved an 
amazing success, and now Epsom 
Hospital will have one too.” 

MP Chris Grayling said: “It’s 
nice to see some good news for 
Epsom Hospital and its maternity 
unit.” 


All invited to hospital future meeting 


MP Chris Grayling is en¬ 
couraging all residents and 
campaigners to attend a pub¬ 
lic meeting to discuss the fu¬ 
ture of Epsom Hospital.

Kind neighbour saves life 
of cat caught in gin trap

A much-loved cat has been 
found with the metal jaws of 
an illegal gin trap clamped 
around its leg. 

Dennis, who is less than a 
year old, was found in severe 
pain in the back garden of a 
house in Alexandra Road, 
Epsom, last week. 

One of his toes had to be am¬ 
putated, but the quick actions 
of a neighbour who rang a vet 
prevented further damage to 
the distressed cat. 

Gin traps were made illegal 
in 1958 and anyone found using 
them can face prosecution. 

The cat’s owners, who wish 
to remain anonymous, live in 
the College Road area, a few 
hundred yards from where 
Dennis was found. 

They said: “Fortunately, he

was found by a caring and self¬ 
less woman who lives on the 
south side of Alexandra Road. 

He was cowering in her back 
garden. She stayed with Den¬ 
nis for an hour until a vet 
arrived. Her actions prevented 
serious damage to his leg, kept 


him warm and saved his life. 
The vet was very clear about 
this. Sadly, the toe has been 
amputated. There is soft tissue 
damage to two others.” 

The owners said they were 
not interested in pursuing a 
prosecution, but wanted 


people to know the damage 
such a trap causes in the hope 
the person responsible will 
stop using them. 

Local Councillor Julie Mor¬ 
ris said: “I am shocked that 
anybody in this day and age 
uses such an inhumane device. 

“These sorts of devices went 
out in the 19th century and 
that’s where they belong.” 

The RSPCA said gin traps are 
illegal and if you set them you 
are breaking the law. 

Anyone found guilty of caus¬ 
ing unnecessary suffering to 
an animal faces a maximum 
£20,000 fine and/or six months 
in prison. 

The RSPCA is opposed to the 
manufacture, sale and use of 
all snares and any traps which 
cause suffering.

Man arrested over gas scare 


A man arrested over fears he was 
planning to gas himself has said 
he had no idea what all the fuss 
was about.

A nearby shopkeeper said he be¬ 
lieved someone panicked after not 
being able to contact Mr Rabbetts 
and the alarm was raised because 
of a “suspicious pipe” over the 
door. 

He said: “They just thought it 
didn’t look right and it just went 
on from there. I think someone 
said ‘Can I smell gas?’ and that is 
how it all escalated.” 


Housing ‘for young people who are homeless’ 


The company that wants to build 
supported housing in Epsom town 
centre has insisted it will not be a 
homeless shelter for out-of-control 
youngsters. 

Stuart Kitchenside, area service 
manager at Sanctuary Supported 
Living, which has submitted a 
planning application for a £5m, 45- 
bed housing development in East 
Street, said: “It is not a homeless 


shelter for people coming off the 
streets. The planning application 
is for a supported housing develop¬ 
ment for local young people who 
have become homeless.” 

He said each young person would 
be provided with a key worker and 
would have to work with them and 
take opportunities offered. 

He said: “We will not take people 
who are chaotically using 


substances, have anger issues or 
whose behaviour will be upsetting 
to neighbours.” 

The council has received at least 
60 objections so far. The consulta¬ 
tion ends today, January 31.

Campaigner’s pledges 


Tina Mountain, co-ordinator 
of the Save Epsom campaign¬ 
ing group and prospective 
Tory candidate for Epsom in 
this year’s Surrey County 
Council elections, said she 
would implement a number of 
changes to boost the town 
centre if elected in May. 

Ms Mountain said she felt 
the council had failed to take 
effective action over the issue. 

She said: “I want to promote 
a one-way traffic system in 
the high street that will take 
traffic past the station and 
create a pedestrianised area 
at the top end of the high 
street, running from Marks 
and Spencer to Barclays 


Bank. Parking costs also need 
to be reduced. 

“But how can we fill the va¬ 
cant shops unless we promote 
an area where people want to 
come? 

“The Ashley Centre just 
dominates. We need to keep it, 
but we need to promote an 
area outside of the centre. 

“Students from UCA [Uni¬ 
versity of the Creative Arts] 
and other colleges could be 
given non-static stalls to give 
them a chance to see if they 
can sell their wares and, if 
they can, they may want to set 
up in one of the vacant shops. 

“Getting Epsom into Zone 6 
is also important.” 


Properties left empty a problem, says MP 


Chris Grayling, MP for 
Epsom and Ewell, said one 
of his biggest worries was 
that landlords were not 
adapting to the changing re¬ 
ality on the high street. 

Mr Grayling said proper¬ 
ties being left empty was a 
real problem in Epsom and 
said landlords need to be re¬ 
alistic about rents. 

He highlighted the need to 


make the most of the mar¬ 
ket and callled on the coun¬ 
cil to show innovation and 
leadership to tackle town 
centre issues. 

He said: “We need to have a 
much better strategy for the 
town centre. 

“I think that it will not be 
possible to hope the high 
street will go back to what it 
was before. 


“It needs imaginative 
thinking about how we 
bring businesses and differ¬ 
ent kinds of businesses into 
the high street.” 

Mr Grayling welcomed the 
council bringing in a busi¬ 
ness development manager 
to work with the new Epsom 
and Ewell Business Partner¬ 
ship to help boost business 
and attract trade. 


He said: “It’s a step in the 
right direction, but there 
has been a sentiment among 
some of the businesses in re¬ 
cent months that they are 
not being consulted enough. 

“The council has to be very 
careful to make it a team 
effort.” 

He also called on the peo¬ 
ple of Epsom to keep using 
shops on the high street. 


Residents speak out to 
offer town centre ideas 


Epsom’s high street needs 
greater diversity and lower 
rents and the “chaotic” traffic 
system needs to be changed, 
according to residents. 

Following Epsom Guardian’s 
front page story last week voic¬ 
ing the fears of retailers that 
the town centre needs urgent 
action to prevent it from 
“dying”, many people have 
contacted the newspaper with 
suggestions as to how it can be 
revitalised. 

Resident Jane Mathur said 
“small businesses that offer 
something more personal and 
intimate than the usual 
chains” are what is needed. 

But Angela Mingoia said big 
names like Debenhams and 
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Primark will attract cus¬ 
tomers. She also said publicity 
and turning empty units into 
offices would help. 

She said: “Office workers are 
usually lunchtime shoppers, so 
promote some empty units as 
office spaces instead of anoth¬ 
er doomed-to-fail independent 
niche shop. 

“Poster maps of the shops, 
restaurants and cinema would 
help so we can see what’s avail¬ 
able, and we need Zone 6.” 

Another resident claimed the 
Ashley Centre was monopolis¬ 
ing trade, but said: “It’s not as 
if it hasn’t been struggling 


itself. Cook closed in the Au¬ 
tumn, as did Water stones. It’s 
been very sad to see all the 
places go.” 

And one comment on our 
website said landlords “should 
be charged business rates plus 
an additional rate while the 
shop is vacant” to encourage 
them to set realistic rents. 

• A readers’ poll on epsom 
guardian.co.uk suggested 
that less than 50 per cent of 
residents shop in the town cen¬ 
tre each week. 

A quarter said they shop 
there only monthly and one in 
five said they never shop there.

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All fall down: A fan celebrates, seemingly unaware that others have been floored by the collapse 


A safety investigation has 
been launched after a wall 
collapsed at a football club 
on Saturday as fans celebrat¬ 
ed a goal. 

The referee abandoned the 
game at Leatherhead Foot¬ 
ball Club between Leather- 
head and Dulwich Hamlet in 
the 78th-minute after the 
waist-high, breeze block wall 
gave way. 

A number of fans ended up 
on the ground surrounded by 
the remains of the wall, but 
no one was hurt. 

The club issued a statement

on Monday announcing they 
were offering assistance to 
a Ryman League investiga¬ 
tion into the “extraordinary 
scenes” at the match. 

Peter Ashdown, chairman 
of Leatherhead FC, said: “We 
are pleased to report nobody 
was injured when a section of 
the wall in front of the 
terracing collapsed while 
Dulwich Hamlet supporters 
were celebrating their 
second goal. 


“We shall, of course, keep 
supporters informed of any 
league decision as a result of 
their investigation, and if the 
game is to be replayed.” 

A spokesman for Leather¬ 
head FC said they were also 
waiting for advice from 
health and safety officers 
from Mole Valley Council 
who visited the site on 
Monday. 

He said: “We have closed 
that section of the ground 
and we are dealing with it. 
We won’t be able to use that 
section of the ground for the

next game until we repair it.” 

He said the collapse 
happened as a Dulwich Ham¬ 
let player approached the 
fans, who had been told not 
to jump on the wall. 

He said: “It was not their 
fault; it was no one’s fault. 
We are just relieved no one 
was hurt.” 

At the time of the collapse 
Dulwich Hamlet were win¬ 
ning 2-0. 

The matter is due to be 
discussed at the next Ryman 
League board meeting today, 
January 31.

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Train carriages are still sidelined 


More than a week after snow 
hit London some Southern 
train carriages were still out 
of action, to the frustration 
of commuters. 

The company managed to 
get six of the eight trains 
damaged by powdery snow, 
that got into their electrics, 
back on the rails by Friday. 

But two three-carriage 
trains were still in workshops 
being repaired this week. 

On Tuesday morning, 
hundreds of people had to 
stand on the 8.27am train 
from Sutton to Dorking, via 
Epsom, that had just four 
carriages. 


One passenger said: “It was 
horrendous. 

“People were angry and 
swearing as they tried to 
cram in, with at least 70 
people having to stand in my 
carriage.” 

The following day the 
8.38am train from Epsom to 
Victoria was delayed due to a 
shortage of coaches. 

A spokesman at Southern 
insisted that only a small 
number of carriages had 
been damaged, despite 
messages displayed at sta¬ 
tions across the area last 
week that said some trains 
had fewer carriages because 


“a large number of carriages 
were suffering water or frost 
damage during the recent 
poor weather”. 

He said that just 2.5 per cent 
of its trains had been affected 
- just 26 carriages out of a 
fleet of 1,153. 

The spokesman said the 
trains had been tested before 
going back into service, but 
said: “We can never guaran¬ 
tee it won’t happen again, al¬ 
though they have been fixed 
and tested.” 

He said they were investi¬ 
gating why information 
screens had misinformed cus¬ 
tomers last week. 


Major development 
for allotments site?

A retail village, entertainment 
complex or supermarket could 
be built on top of allotments 
near Leatherhead. 

The 32-acre site, next to the 
Leatherhead bypass, was adver¬ 
tised in magazines on Saturday, 
sparking hopes it will bring jobs, 
homes and visitors to the area. 

Mole Valley District Council 
and Merton College, Oxford, 
own adjacent sites and have de¬ 
cided to market them together to 
maximise the development 
potential. 

If a developer is found then 
Barnett Wood Lane allotments, 
that contains about a hundred 
plots, will be relocated to anoth¬ 
er site across the bypass - some¬ 
thing that is already worrying 
allotment holders. 

There are a number of build¬ 
ings on the Merton College land, 
one of which is currently being 
used as a car wash. 

The advert describes the land 
as an “exceptional opportunity” 
in a “prominent location” suit¬ 
able for a range of uses, al¬ 
though it is not currently 
designated for development in 
the local plan. 

Conservative Councillor Rose¬ 
mary Dickson said: “I can only 
think that it’s a good thing for 
Leatherhead. 

“I think it will bring in a lot 
more people and I don’t think it 
will harm the high street in any 
way because it will be a different 
type of retailer.” 

Coun Dickson said she knew 
allotment holders were going to 
be upset, but said there were 
plans in place to help them 
move. 

She said: “If they can stick 
with it, it will be alright in the 
end.” 

Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Dave Howarth said an outlet re¬ 
tail village would be an exciting 
proposal but the development 
could be anything from an 
entertainment complex to a 
supermarket. 

Coun Howarth said the devel¬ 
opment would create jobs and 
improve the character of the 
town, and said: “It’s a potential¬ 
ly very exciting opportunity.” 



But allotment holder Chris 
Ellis said: “It’s really disappoint¬ 
ing, having put lots of work into 
the allotment, if we lose it. 

“The site they are proposing is 
going to be right next to the mo¬ 
torway so I have got reservations 
about pollution.” 

Ms Ellis said she had worked 
hard to develop the allotment for 
four years and her asparagus 
was only just starting to come 
through. 

She said: “On the positive side 
the relocation site is twice the 
size of the current allotment 
site.”

Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s promise of a 
referendum on EU member¬ 
ship has been welcomed by 
Epsom and Ewell Conservative 
Association.

Ice cream hurl boy 
to lose crash cash 


A schoolboy who was badly 
injured when he was hit by a 
car will lose half of his com¬ 
pensation after judges ruled 
he was largely responsible for 
the accident. 

Alan Dev Paramasivan was 
just 13 when he suffered seri¬ 
ous leg and head injuries 
when he was hit by a Mer¬ 
cedes driven by Roy Wicks in 
Kingston Road, Leatherhead, 
in July 2002. 

Mr Paramasivan, now 23, 
had sprinted into the road 
while fleeing from a friend 
after hurling an ice cream as 
a prank, the London’s Appeal 
Court heard. 

In June last year, a judge 
ruled that driver and pedes¬ 
trian bore equal responsibili¬ 
ty for the accident and he was 
awarded up to £250,000 in 
damages.

But last Thursday Lord Jus¬ 
tice Hughes ruled at London’s 
Civil Appeal Court this was 
wrong because Mr Paramasi¬ 
van was 75 per cent at fault 
for the accident. 

Lord Justice Hughes said it 
was a “counsel of perfection” 
to suggest Mr Wicks should 
have seen the distant group of 
youngsters and so reduced 
his speed. 

But he declined to clear the 
motorist of all blame for the 
tragedy, ruling he had just 
sufficient time to react as Mr 
Paramasivan ran into the 
road. 

Lord Justice Hughes said: 
“It was sadly Mr Paramasi¬ 
van who created the hazard 
by doing something entirely 


unexpected and very 
careless. 

“Mr Wicks’s only fault was 
failing to respond as he 
should have done in the 
briefest of moments.” 

The ruling means the 
amount of money Mr Para¬ 
masivan receives will be re¬ 
duced to just 25 per cent of 
what he would have got if the 
driver had been wholly to 
blame. 

In June Judge Simon Brown 
QC said Mr Wicks was at fault 
for not slowing down earlier 
to avoid the teenager and that 
he should have spotted him 
running from the cluster of 
schoolboys. 

Lawyers for Mr Wicks, of 
Highacre, Dorking, chal¬ 
lenged the ruling, claiming it 
over-stressed the motorist’s 
share of responsibility.

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Attacks on 
hospitals’ 
staff go up 

Physical assaults against 
hospital staff at Epsom and 
St Helier Hospitals have in¬ 
creased, according to new 
figures. 

Last year there were 117 
recorded assaults on doctors, 
nurses, midwives and other 
staff between April 2011 to 
March 2012 compared with 
110 the previous year. 

Neil Guite, a matron for the 
A&E department at St Helier 
Hospital, said: “Over the 
years I have seen staff 
punched and kicked and they 
have always managed to re¬ 
main so incredibly calm 
under this sort of intimida¬ 
tion and pressure. 

“Then there is all the ver¬ 
bal abuse that occurs. 

“This happens more often 
than physical assaults, but 
can be just as upsetting and 
intimidating for members of 
staff.” 

More than 50 zero tolerance 
letters were sent to people 
who had abused staff across 
the hospitals last year. 

Matthew Hopkins, chief ex¬ 
ecutive, said: “I hope that by 
publishing these figures we 
remind people just how un¬ 
acceptable it is to abuse - 
whether verbally or physi¬ 
cally - a member of our 
staff.”

Virtual drone explores 
‘what really happens’

As the UN launches an inquiry 
into US unmanned drones, a pro¬ 
fessor is preparing to launch a 
computer-generated drone tar¬ 
geted at New York and London. 

Professor George Barber, pro¬ 
fessor of art and media at the 
University for the Creative Arts 
(UCA) Epsom, has created the 
drone for an experimental film 
called The Freestone Drone. 

The UN announced on January 
24 that it is launching an inquiry 
into the impact on civilians of 
drone strikes, after figures sug¬ 
gesting that almost 900 had been 
killed by them in Pakistan over 
the past nine years. 

Prof Barber said he wanted to 
explore “the existence of drones 
from an artist’s point of view” 
through his film that follows his 


virtual drone from Afghanistan 
to the western capital cities. 

He said: “Unmanned aerial ve¬ 
hicles - drones - have become an 
everyday feature of contempo¬ 
rary military activity, replacing 
humans in reconnaissance 
flights, small-scale combat mis¬ 
sions and covert operations. 

“The idea has fascinated me for 
a while, especially the way it’s 
promoted as clean and risk-free, 
which is often not the case. 

“People are being taken out 
while eating lunch or lying in 
bed and that is disturbing to me 
because the victim has no 
chance, it’s like being poisoned. 

“Also, the pilots are based 
thousands of miles away in 
rooms that look like TV stations, 
where they eat, laugh, work and 
then jump into their cars and go 
home to their dinner - it’s a very 
strange image of a warrior - 


one who faces no danger 
whatsoever.” 

Prof Barber rose to promi¬ 
nence in the 1980s as a pioneer of 
the scratch video movement, 
with works like Yes Frank No 
Smoke in 1985, which sampled 
clips from Hollywood films using 
the sampling technology of the 
day. 

His latest project, which con¬ 
sists of three video projections, 
brings together war, love, life and 
death. The drone can travel 
through time and see images of 
the past and future. 

Prof Barber said: “I believe this 
new form of remote IT warfare 
needed an artist to contribute to 
the arrival and effects of drones.” 

The Freestone Drone will be on 
display at the Waterside Contem¬ 
porary Gallery in Hoxton, Lon¬ 
don, from February 2 to March 
23.

The Travel Association 


Application gives new 
hope for a pharmacy 



Campaign: Residents demand a pharmacy in Ashtead

A village that has been deprived 
of a much-needed pharmacy for 
almost a year has been given 
fresh hope by the NHS that has 
allowed a pharmacist to put in a 
second application to open a re¬ 
placement. 

Lloyds pharmacy, the only 
chemist in Ashtead Village, 
closed down in February last 
year, forcing many elderly pa¬ 
tients to travel to dispensaries 
in Craddocks Parade and Bar¬ 
nett Wood Lane for their 
medicines. 

An application to open a new 
pharmacy in exactly the same 
spot in the Street by Abdool 
Kureeman, owner of Ashtead’s 
Buckley Pharmacy, was refused 
by the NHS in June last year and 
an appeal against this decision 
was refused in October by the 
NHS Litigation Authority - out¬ 
raging residents, councillors 
and MP Chris Grayling. 

But, the NHS has now allowed 
Mr Kureeman to submit a sec¬ 
ond application for a replace¬ 
ment pharmacy, in the old 
Barclays bank premises in the 
Street, which would provide an 
expanded range of public health 
services. 


These would include a confer¬ 
ence room available for use by 
commissioners, self-help groups 
and voluntary organisations; a 
free screening service in collab¬ 
oration with GP practices; a ded¬ 
icated area to deliver important 
public health campaigns; and 
the stocking of an extended 
range of mobility aids. 

The pharmacy would also aim 
to deliver any enhanced services 
the GP commissioning boards 
would want it to deliver. 


A spokesman for NHS Surrey 
said: “In recognition of signifi¬ 
cant local interest, we have 
written to Surrey’s Local In¬ 
volvement Network, the MP, the 
district council and councillors, 
and the residents association 
inviting them to comment as rep¬ 
resentatives of and on behalf of 
the local community. Unfortu¬ 
nately, any comment received 
outside of these regulations and 
process may not be considered as 
part of the application.”

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Public says ring it on 
as bells are restored

The bells are ringing out once 
more at a church after its commu¬ 
nity rallied round and raised 
nearly £16,000 for their repair. 

The bells at St Martin’s Church, 
in Church Street, Epsom, were 
last heard in September 2012, 
when a full peal of Grandshire 
Caters was rung to celebrate the 
75th anniversary of Epsom and 
Ewell. 

Work began the next day to dis¬ 
mantle the bells and, for two-and- 
a-half months, they were silent 
while a “full service and Mot” 
took place. 

The cost of repairing the 44- 
year-old bells, £15,500, was “easily 
covered” by donations from gen¬ 
erous members of the church’s 
congregation and the community. 

The bell ringers launched a suc¬ 
cessful appeal to pay for the work, 
that included a fundraising abseil 
last May, when the Rev Simon 
Talbott, Carol Sharpe, a blind 
member of the church’s congre¬ 
gation, and 45 others generated 
£7,000 by abseiling down the 
church tower. 

A number of other donations 
were also received from the 
congregation. 

Bell hangers Nicholson 


Engineering offered a discount in 
exchange for assistance from vol¬ 
unteers to help repair the bells, 
meaning the ringers themselves 
were involved in restoring the 
bells, with the work completed in 
time for Christmas. 

Mr Talbott said: “The bells 
make a great contribution to the 
life and worship of the parish and 
we are very grateful to the valiant 
and dedicated team of ringers.” 


The church is looking to wel¬ 
come a few more ringers, aged 10 
or over, into its tower. 

A spokeswoman said: “There 
are many reasons to become a 
bell ringer - maintaining an an¬ 
cient and traditional skill, acquir¬ 
ing a new social life and instant 
circle of new friends, and getting 
a great mental workout.”

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Son’s memory inspires 
mum to face her fears

Princess Alice Hospice will host its 
second charity abseil, a year after 
a collection of supporters scaled 
Epsom racecourse’s Queen’s 
stand.

“This will be a real challenge for 
me as I am petrified of heights, but 
I knew that I wanted to push my¬ 
self out of my comfort zone. 

“I am doing this for the hospice, 
for me and for Dan. He would have 
liked to have done a sky dive, but 
sadly having had a brain tumour 


diagnosis at 25, resulted in him 
having seizures, so unfortunately 
he could not make his dream hap¬ 
pen. Epsom grandstand is a 
poignant place to be doing the ab¬ 
seil as that was where Dan got 
married, so when I take that first 
difficult step off the building I will 
be thinking of him. 

“I will think about the strength 
and courage he displayed through¬ 
out his illness and that will get me 
through it.” 

Last year, supporters pledged 
more than £11,000 and the hospice 
is keen to beat the total this year. 

Ashleigh Tennent, senior 


community fundraiser said: “We 
are looking forward to our third 
abseil - it will be a great day for the 
whole family. 

“Last year we had people aged 16 
to 70 and many supporters even 
got into fancy dress.” 

For the first time, the event is 
open for anyone aged 12 and over, 
so daredevil teenagers are encour¬ 
aged to take part.

Loophole closed on driving licences 

Law changed to uphold standards and improve safety

People who come to live in 
this country from abroad 
must prove they have passed 
an appropriate driving test 
before getting a British 
licence under tough new 
rules announced by Road 
Safety Minister Stephen 
Hammond. 


An inconsistency in the law 
meant that previously some 
non EU drivers were able to 
exchange their licence 
without proving that the 
necessary 
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standards to drive in this 
country had been met. 

The change in law means 
requests to exchange driving 
licences from outside the EU 
will only be accepted if the 
licence holder can prove they 
passed a driving test in a 
country where the testing 
standards are comparable 
with those in Britain.

Hammond said: “The UK’s 
roads are amongst the safest 
in the world, thanks in part to 
the rigorous standards 
demanded by our driving test. 

“By closing this loophole we 
will not only make Britain’s 
roads even safer, but will help 
tackle fraud and level the 
playing field for British 
drivers who spend time and 
money learning to drive at 
the standard required in the 
UK. 

“It is obvious to everyone 
that drivers who have not 
been through a rigorous 
driving test will not be as safe 
as those who have. 

“This change in the law will 
mean we can be sure that any 
foreign drivers exchanging 
their licence here have

already passed a test of a 
similar standard to ours.” 

All driving licences issued 
by an EU state allow that 
driver to drive in any part of 
the EU and there is no need 
for them to exchange their 
licences. 

This does not apply to 
drivers outside Europe but 
arrangements are in place 
with 15 countries that allow 
drivers to exchange their 
licences for a GB one. 


They do not need to take 
any additional driving tests 
as DVLA recognises that the 
licence they hold proves that 
they have already met the 
appropriate standards to 
drive in this country. 

But because of an 
inconsistency in the law, 
some foreign drivers were 
able to exchange a licence 
with another overseas 
country with which DVLA 
has an exchange agreement, 
and then subsequently swap 
it for a GB one.
